CARL F. BARGER 
1930-1992 


He loved the game. 


Carl Barger was a lawyer by trade, but a baseball fan without 
condition. No matter how many years passed, how many times 
he dealt with the business side of the game, he never lost the 
affection for what transpired between the lines. 


As President and COO of the Florida Marlins and a Director 
of Blockbuster Entertainment Corporation, South Floridians only 
began to know him. But he made his mark as a friend to baseball 
fans and to any civic or charitable organization that sought his 
help. 


He first made his mark as a lawyer, joining the Pittsburgh firm 
of Eckert, Seamans, Cherin and Mellott shortly after graduating 
from Dickinson School of Law in 1958 and working his way to 
Managing Partner in 1984. He entered the sporting world that 
same year when his firm accepted the formidable task of keeping 
the Pirates in Pittsburgh. He led the drive to form a public-private 
coalition that purchased the club and eventually was named Club 
President. 


With the Pirates, Barger became a respected spokesman for 
those who worried that the game was out of control. He 
campaigned for sanity and reason and spoke freely about the 
needs of the fans in the stands. 


He brought those same qualities to the South Florida area 
when he accepted the challenge of building the Florida Marlins 
from scratch. His concerns and passion for the game and its fans 
touched each and every employee who accepted the invitation to 
work with him. He leaves a lasting legacy.

business career in 1962 when he purchased a one-truck waste collection 
route in Fort Lauderdale...Southern Sanitation grew rapidly, and by 1971 
Huizenga merged witha relative in Chicago to create Waste Management 
Inc. which is now the largest waste collection disposal company in the 
world..,..was the company's President and Vice Chairman...he resigned in 
1984 to pursue his personal investment interests. 


purchased an interest in Blockbuster Entertainment in 1987 when it 
consisted of a total of 19 stores...by the end of 1992, the chain had grown 
to more than 3,000 stores...is Chairman and Chief Executive Officer of 
Blockbuster Entertainment Corporation, 


his community involvement and industry leadership have earned him 
many prestigious awards, including his selection, along with wife Marti, 
as “Outstanding Philanthropists for 1991” by the Greater Broward/Fort 
Lauderdale chapter of the National Society of Fund Raising Executives 
..awarded the Horatio Alger Award in 1992...earned the Gordon Grand 
Fellow award, the highest non-academic award that Yale University 
bestows...honored by the Fort Lauderdale NAACP for his contributions to 
its programs...named by Billboard Magazine as its “Man of the Year" in 
1990 for his contributions to the growth and development of the video retail 
industry.

FLORIDA MARLINS 
Baseball Club Chronology 


AUGUST 8, 1985 - Baseball's new basic agreement permits the National League 
to expand by two teams to match the American League's 14. 


OCTOBER 31, 1987 - U.S. senators from eight states, including Florida, 
announce they have formed a congressional task force to investigate the 
possibility of expansion. 


JUNE 15, 1989 - Baseball says itwill announce a timetable for NL expansion within 
90 days of the completion of a new basic agreement between the players and 
owners. Teams should be on the field by the mid-1990s. 


MIARCH 7, 1990 - H. Wayne Huizenga announces he has purchased half of Joe 
Robbie Stadium and 15 percent of the Miami Dolphins for an estimated $30 
million. Huizenga states his intention to aggressively pursue an expansion 
franchise. 


MARCH 17, 1990 - Owners and players reach a basic agreement. 


JUNE 14, 1990 - The NL releases its timetable for the addition of two expansion 
teams for 1993 season. 


SEPTEMBER 13, 1990 - Dade County Commission repeals ordinance that had 
limited Joe Robbie Stadium to 18 events a year. 


SEPTEMBER 18, 1990 - The NL expansion Committee hears presentations by 
all three South Florida groups and one by the Miami Beacon Council. 


DECEMBER 18, 1990 - The NL unveils its short list of six sites. South Florida 
is included, along with Tampa-St. Petersburg, Orlando, Denver, Buffalo and 
Washington, D.C, In South Florida, Huizenga's group is chosen. 


JANUARY 26, 1991 - Renovations begin to transform Joe Robbie Stadium into 
a baseball stadium. 


FEBRUARY 25, 1991 - The NL Expansion Committee tours JRS. 


MARCH 20-31, 1991 - Joe Robbie Stadium hosts two exhibition games between 
the New York Yankees and Baltimore Orioles, drawing 125,013 fans, includ- 
ing a spring-training record 67,654 sellout the first night. 


JUNE 5, 1991 - The NL announces that a decision on the two finalists will be 
postponed indefinitely. Baseball's ownership committee wants more time to 
review the six applicants. 


JUNE 10, 1997 - Vincent announces Denver and South Florida are the two cities 
chosen by the expansion committee. 


JUNE 12-13, 1991 - Majorleague owners meetin Santa Monica, Calif. Baseball's 
ownership committee unanimously approves the two ownership groups and 
NL owners informally ratify Denver and South Florida. 


JULY 5S, 1991 - Owners unanimously approve the Florida Marlins and the Colorado 
Rockies as baseball's two newest franchises. 


JULY 5, 1991 - Lillian Cucuzza, a regional vice president for Primerica Financial 
Services and South Florida resident for 30 years, is selected as the winner 
of the Name the Team Contest. She will receive $5,000 worth of tickets, a 
souvenir plaque to be presented on Opening Day in April 1993, an honorary 
mention in the souvenir program and an autographed team picture. 


JULY 3, 1991 - Carl Barger, President of NL Pittsburgh Pirates since 1987, hired 
as the Marlins first President. 


JULY 17, 1991 - South Florida Big League Baseball Inc. sponsors Miracle game 
at Pompano Beach Municipal Stadium. Part of the deal for acquisition of the 
trademark name, Marlins, was to sponsor two Miracle games. 


JULY 18, 199% - Marlins unveil logo before approximately 1,700 guests at 
Turnberry Isle & Country Club. 


JULY 20, 1999 - Marlins T-shirts go on sale at Joe Robbie Stadium.

AUGUST 15, 19871 - Marlins sign one-year lease at First Fort Lauderdale Place, 
100 Northeast Third Avenue in Fort Lauderdale. First Fort Lauderdale Place 
will serve as temporary quarters until front offices are completed at Joe 
Robbie Stadium in Northwest Dade. 


SEPTEMBER 18, 1991 - Dave Dombrowski, Montreal Expos General Manager, 
is named Executive Vice President and General Manager for the Marlins. 


OCTOBER 7, 1997 - John Young hired as club's first major league scout. Young 
was previously a scout with the Texas Rangers. 


NOVEMBER 7, 1991 - Fredi Gonzalez hired as Marlins first minor league manager. 


DECENIBER 9, 1991 - Marlins hold first organizational meeting at the Winter 
Meetings in Miami Beach. 


DECEMBER 10, 1997 - Marlins obtain an agreement to join the Gulf Coast 
League's Central Division beginning in June of 1992. Carlos Tosca will 
manage the team. 


DECEMBER 13, 1991 - Marlins sign one-year agreement with Erie (PA) Sailors 
of the New York-Penn League for 1992. The Class A, Short Season team will 
begin play in June with a 78 game schedule. Fredi Gonzalez will manage the 
club. 


DECEMBER 16, 1991 - Clemente Nufez, a 16-year-old, righthanded pitcher 
from the Dominican Republic, is signed to minor league contract by scout 
Edmundo Borrome. Nufiez, the Marlins first player signed, is assigned to the 
Gulf Coast rookie league. 


FEBRUARY 28, 1992 - Marlins hold first-ever tryout camp at Bucky Dent Baseball 
School in Delray Beach. Marlins sign Ryan Whitman, 20-year old righthanded 
pitcher from Palm Beach Gardens, to a minor league contract. Over 600 
baseball hopefuls participated in the tryout camp. 


MARCH 12, 1992 - Marlins kick off season ticket campaign. Tickets go on sale 
Monday, March 23, 1992. 


MIAY 2, 1992 - LHP Mark Stephens becomes the first player under contract with 
the Marlins to appear in a professional game. Stephens’ contractis optioned 
to the Salinas Spurs of the California League. 


MAY 18, 1992 - WQAM(560 AM) signs a four-year contract to become the radio 
voice of the Marlins. 


JUNE 1, 1992 - Marlins select catcher Charles Johnson of the University of Miami 
with their first-ever, first round draft pick in the June amateur draft. 


JUNE 11, 1992 - Marlins announce their television packages. WBFS-TV, Channel 
33 secures the rights to televise 52 games per season over the next four 
years and The Sunshine Network will air games 63 times per season over the 
next four years on cable television. 


JUNE 15, 1992 - Erie Sailors play the Marlins first ever minor league game, losing 
6-5 to Jamestown Exposin 13innings. John Lynch throws the first pitch, Brad 
Clem takes the first at-bat and collects the first hit, and Lou Lucca drives in 
Scott Samuels with the first run. 


JULY 28, 1992 - The rookie league Gulf Coast Marlins win their fourteenth game 
in a row, the longest streak by any minor league club during the year. 


AUGUST 20, 1992 - WCMQ (1210 AM) signs a two-year contract to become the 
Spanish radio voice of the Marlins. 


SEPTEMBER 3, 1992 - Erie qualifies to the New York-Penn League playoffs as 
the wild card. They beat the Hamilton Redbirds 5-2 in a one-game playoff and 
move to the final series where they were swept by the Geneva Cubs 6-3 and 
7-4. 


SEPTEMBER 19, 1992 - Marlins announce their 1993 home schedule, in which 
they will host the Dodgers on April 5, 1993 at Joe Robbie Stadium. 


SEPTEMBER 22, 1992 - Marlins announce two-year working agreement with the 
Elmira Pioneers in the New York-Penn League (short season Class A)

SEPTEMBER 23, 1992 - Marlins sign a four-year working agreement with the 
Kane County Cougars in the Midwest League (full season Class A). 


OCTOBER &, 1992 - Marlins announce agreement with broadcasters Joe Angel 
and Dave O'Brien to call their English radio coverage, and with Jay Randolph 
to call the TV play-by-play for the 1993 inaugural season. 


OCTOBER 15, 1992 - Erie Sailors first baseman Todd Pridy and righthanded 
pitcher Matt Petersen, are named 1992 Organizational Player and Pitcher of 
the Year. 


OCTOBER 19, 1992 - Marlins sign a two-year agreement with the Edmonton 
Trappers in the Pacific Coast League (Triple A). 


OCTOBER 21, 1992 - Marlins sign their first Triple A player; righthanded pitcher 
Matt Turner, assign him to the Edmonton Trappers and invite him to Spring 
Training. 


OCTOBER 23, 1992 - Marlins announce Rene Lachemannas their first manager. 
Lachemann, who agreed for three years, names his older brother Marcel as 
his pitching coach, 


OCTOBER 28, 1992 - Marlins add former All-Star catcher Gary Carter to their 
television broadcast team. Carter will team with veteran play-by-play 
announcer Jay Randolph. 


NOVEMBER 8, 1992 - Catcher Jim McNamara signs a Triple A contract and 
becomes the first six-year minor league free agent to sign with the Marlins. 


NOVEMBER 17, 1992 - Marlins make OF Nigel Wilson their first pick in the 
Expansion Draft and select 35 additional players...after the draft the Marlins 
make four trades. Catcher Eric Helfand and a player to be named later (LHP 
Scott Baker) to Oakland for IF Walt Weiss; LHP Danny Jackson to Philadel- 
phia for LHP Joel Adamson and LHP Matt Whisenant; LHP Greg Hibbard to 
Chicago (NL) for IF Alex Arias and IF Gary Scott; and RHP Tom Edens to 
Houston for RHP Hector Carrasco and RHP Brian Griffith. 


DECEMBER 7, 1992 - Marlins participate for the first time in the Rule 5 draft and 
select LHP Stanley Spencer, RHP Mike Myers and OF Scott Pose. They lose 
C Jim McNamara. 


DECEMBER 8, 1992 - Marlins announce the signing of their first two free agents. 
Infielder Dave Magadan agrees for two years and veteran knuckleballer 
Charlie Hough for one. 


DECEMBER 3, 1992 - Marlins President Carl Barger collapses during an owners 
meeting during the winter meetings in Louisville, KY, and dies a few hours 
later in the Humana University Hospital due to a ruptured abdominal aortic 
aneurism, 


DECEMBER 15, 1992 - Marlins sign Cuban-born free agent Orestes Destrade 
to a two year contract. 


DECEMBER 16, 1992 - Marlins sign catcher free agent Benito Santiago to a two- 
year contract. 


JANUARY 11, 1992 - The first Sunshine Network Florida Marlins Caravan hits 
the road and makes stops in ten Floridian cities. 


OUT OF THE GATE EARLY 

Seven of the ten expansion clubs have scored atleast 
one run in the first inning of the team's opening day 
contest: Pilots (4), Angels (3), Expos (2), Senators 
(2), Blue Jays (1), Colt .45s (1), Royals (1). The Mets 
(2) and Padres (1) scored their first run(s) in the 3rd 
and 5th innings respectively. The Seattle Mariners 
are the only expansion franchise shut out in their first 
appearance (7-0 vs. California), 


SOUTH FLORIDA BASEBALL 
A Brief History 


From the earliest days of the city of Miami, baseball has been a South 
Floridastaple. 


Whetheras the home to numerous minor league franchises, training site 
for major league clubs or the home of some of the finest college and high 
school programs in the nation, baseball and South Florida need no introduc- 
tion. 


Records show that Abner Doubleday, who is credited by legend as 
having invented the game, was stationed ata military base in South Florida 
later in his career, Club teams were taking to makeshift diamonds in the area 
before the turn of the century, but the first minor league entry appeared in 
1912 when the Miami Magicians entered the Class D East Florida State 
League and competed until the United States entered World War |. 


After the war, several variations of minor league clubs appeared, 
including the Miami Tourists and on the eve of World War II, teams in the 
Florida East Coast League included the Miami Wahoos, the Miami Beach 
Flamingos, the Fort Lauderdale Tarpons and the West Palm Beach Indians. 
The league suspended operations in 1943 until the end of the war. 


After the war, the need for a larger stadium became apparent. Jose 
Manuel Aleman, a former minster of education in Cuba, undertook the project. 
Construction began in late 1948 and Miami Stadium was opened on August 
31, 1949. Atthe time, the 9,000-seat stadium was hailed as one of the finest 
and most beautiful in baseball. 


By 1952, the Florida International League had risen to Class B desig- 
nation and included the Miami Sun Sox (managed by Pepper Martin), Miami 


Beach Flamingos, Fort Lauderdale Lions (who wore shorts during the 1953 
season) and West Palm Beach Indians. 


The Marlins nickname made its first appearance in 1956 when the Triple 
A franchise from Syracuse moved into Miami Stadium. The legendary 
promoter Bill Veeck was brought in to run the team and one of his first acts 
was to sign 50-ish hurler Satchel Paige. Paige’s Marlin debut was one to 
remember, as Veeck arranged for a helicopter to deliver him to the mound on 
Opening Night. 


Paige played for three seasons with the Marlins, and was the starting 
pitcher on August 7, 1956 when baseball moved to the Orange Bowl for the 
first time. Thanks to pre-game festivities that included Cab Calloway and 
Merv Griffin, a crowd of 51,713 filled the stadium for a 6-2 victory by Paige 
and the Marlins over the Columbus Jets. 


The night raised more than $30,000 for charity, but did little to build a 
long-term base of fans forthe team. Plagued by poor attendance and other 
financial problems, the Triple A franchise moved to San Juan, Puerto Rico 
after the 1960 season. 


After the Marlins departure, South Florida’s professional baseball 
connection has been either through hosting various major league spring 
training sites or through the Class A Florida State Leaque entries, including 
the Fort Lauderdale Yankees and a Miami franchise with several different 
nicknames (Marlins, Orioles and Miracle). 


In 1979, Triple A baseball made a brief return to South Florida with the 
Miami Amigos of the Inter-American League. The league lasted only until mid- 
July before finanical problems brought it down. Since that time, the only 
baseball above the Class A level in South Florida has been played during the 
spring, 


SOUTH FLORIDA BASEBALL continued 


Major league clubs have sought refuge in the warm South Florida 
climates as they prepared for the upcoming season since the days of Babe 
Ruth. Atone time or another, South Florida was the spring home of the Giants, 
Reds, Browns, Athletics and Pirates and remains the site for the Braves, 
Mets, Expos, Yankees and White Sox, while the Indians will move into the 
area in 1993. 


But while the professional game has become mostly a spring-time 
guest, the amateur programs have become nationally prominent. 


At the University of Miami, Ron Fraser built over 30 years what was to 
become the model collegiate program. Not only did the team prosper on the 
field, becoming a regular participant in the College World Series and a two- 
time national champion, but Fraser proved thata collegiate program could be 
successful at the gate as well. Armed with a never-ending series of 
promotions, Miami has packed in the fans at home and become the envy of 
many a minor or major league team as well. 


Atthe same time, the various high school and junior college programs 
in the state have churned out a never-ending stream of blue chip prospects, 
the results of a year-round affinity for playing the game. 


South Florida's interest in baseball was further solidified by the influx of 
Cubans since the late 1950's. 


In the mid-1950's, Havana was host to a legendary Triple A entry, the 
Sugar Kings. Starting with Minnie Minoso, a host of Cuban players such as 
Cookie Rojas, Bert Campaneris and Tony Perez made their way to the major 
leagues and opened baseball's collective eyes to the vast wealth of talent 
available in the Caribbean. 


That tradition continues today in the person of such Cuban-American 
products as Jose Canseco, who made his pro debut with the Class A Miami 


Marlins in 1982. Other current major leaguers who wore a minor league 
Marlins uniform include Dennis Martinez of Montreal, Eddie Murray of the 
Mets, Orioles manager Johnny Oates and current Marlins Benito Santiago 
and Gene Walter. 


With the coming of the Florida Marlins to the area in 1993, major league 
baseball will not head north forthe winter. Instead the baseball fans of South 
Florida will be able to experience first-hand what they have long coveted, a 
big league team of their own.

EXPANSION HISTORY 


The 1993 expansion of the National League to 14 teams marked the sixth 
time that major league baseball has welcomed new teams into the fold and 
the longest duration between expansions. In each case, a special selection 
process was held to provide the new clubs with talent. Here's a look back at 
the procedures for each of the drafts: 


1961 AMERICAN LEAGUE 


Los Angeles Angels and Washington Senators 

Each of the eight American League clubs submitted a list of 15 players off 
their 40-man roster who could be selected. Atleast seven of those 15 had to 
be players who were in the majors on the 25-man roster prior to September 
1, 1960. A price of $75,000 was set for each player selected and both teams 
were required to select 28. Atleast three, butno more than four players were 
to be taken from any team. Each club was required to draft 10 pitchers, two 
catchers, six infielders and four outfielders. The other six selections could be 
from any position. Each team was also allowed to draft one player from each 
existing club's minor league system (for $25,000) provided that the players 
were eligible for the regular major-minor league draft. The clubs also could 
make two additional selections at the conclusion of the regular major league 
draft. Acoin flip was held to determine the order for drafting in each of the four 
categories and the Angels won the flip in three of the four. 


1962 NATIONAL LEAGUE 


Houston Colt .45s and New York Mets 

Each of the eight National League teams submitted a list of 15 players off 
its 40-man roster, including seven who had appeared on the 25-man roster 
prior to September 1. Each of these selections cost the new clubs $75,000. 
Both clubs were allowed to select two players from each team and each took 
atotal of 16, butthere was no minimum reqirementfor any position. Each club 
was also allowed to draft one minor league player from each team for 
$50,000. Houston drafted three and the Mets two. At the conclusion of this 
phase, each existing club was required to release two “special” players from 
their active list who had not been available earlier. Each of these players cost 
$125,000, but each existing club could lose only one player. Since Houston 
had won the coin flip and drafted firstin the opening round of the draft, the Mets 
selected first in the “special” phase. 


1969 AMERICAN LEAGUE 
Kansas City Royals and Seattle Pilots 


1969 NATIONAL LEAGUE 


Montreal Expos and San Diego Padres 

Although the leagues both expanded atthe same time, each league held 
its draft on different days and only members of that league participated in each 
draft. In both leagues, each existing team was allowed to protect 15 players 
from their 40-man roster. Each new team took five players in the first round 
(one from each of the 10 existing teams), Clubs then protected three 
additional players after each of the next five rounds. National League players 
were priced at $200,000 each, American League players at $175,000.

Four of the last seven most recent last picks by 
expansion teams never made it to the majors. 
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1977 AMERICAN LEAGUE 
Seattle Mariners and Toronto Blue Jays 

The procedure was nearly the same as in 1969. Each existing team 
protected 15 players off the 40-man roster. Each new team took six players 
in the first round (one from each of the 12 teams). Clubs then protected three 
additional players after the first three rounds, but just two after the fourth 
round. Each club was also allowed to draft two players in the Rule 5 draft 
before any other existing club and was not required to offer those players 
back to their respective clubs before sending the player to the minors. 


1993 NATIONAL LEAGUE 


Florida Marlins and Colorado Rockies 

The draft took place on Tuesday, November 17 at the Marriott Marquis 
Hotel in New York City. For the first time in baseball expansion history, new 
teams were allowed to draw talent in both leagues. The 26 existing clubs 
protected 15 players for the first round prior to the draft. All major league 
players with no-trade clauses and players with 10 years in the majors, five 
with the same team had to be protected. However, a player could have 
waived. 

The draft consisted of three rounds, witha coin flip determining which team 
selected first in either the first or second in the first round and first in rounds 
two and three. The Rockies won the flip and selected RHP David Nied from 
the Braves as the draft's firstselection. The Marlins grabbed OF Nigel Wilson 
from the Blue Jays with their first pick. 

The Rockies and Marlins chose alternately, until existing clubs lost one 
playereachin the first round. After the first round, the National League teams 
protected three more players and the American League teams protected four 
more before the Rockies and Marlins drafted again. The draft was complete 
when every NL club lost three players and eight AL teams lost three and six 
lost two for a total of 72 drafted players.

FIRST EXPANSION SELECTIONS 
And How They Fared 


1961 

Los Angeles took righthanded pitcher Eli Grba from the Yankees as the 
first player in the first round of the first draft. He was their winning pitcher on 
Opening Day and finished with an 11-13 record and 4.25 ERAin 40 games, 

Washington took lefthander Bobby Shantz from the Yankees with their 
first selection, but traded him to the Pirates for three minor leaguers (Bennie 
Daniels, Harry Bright and A.C. Stevens) just two days after the draft. Shantz 
was drafted by Houston in the 1962 expansion draft and was the Colt .45s 
starter and winner in their first game. 


1962 

Houston won the toss and took Eddie Bressoud from the Giants. He was 
then dealtto the Red Sox for Don Buddin shortly after the draft. The Colts took 
Joe Amalfitano from the Giants in the “special” phase of the draft, He hit .237 
in 117 games in 1962, but was traded back to the Giants in November of 1962 
for pitcher Dick LeMay and outfielder Manny Mota. 

New York took catcher Hobie Landrith from the Giants with its first pick 
inthe regular phase. He was traded to the Orioles in May of 1962 for outfielder 
Marv Throneberry. The Mets took righthander Bob Miller from the Cardinals 
with their first pick in the “special” phase. He went 1-12 in his only season 
with New York before he was traded to the Dodgers, where he promptly went 
10-8. With the Mets, he roomed for a time with a lefthanded pitcher also 
named Bob Miller. 


1969 

Kansas City selected righthanded pitcher Roger Nelson from the Orioles 
and he was 7-13 witha3.31 ERA and eight complete games in 1969. He was 
later traded to Cincinnati for Hal McRae. 

Seattle chose first baseman Don Mincher from the Angels. He hit .246 with 
24 homers and 78 RBI in the Pilots lone season and was traded to Oakland 
in 1970. 

Montreal took Manny Mota from the Pirates. He hit .315 in his short stint 
with Montreal before he was traded to the Dodgers along with Maury Wills for 
Ron Fairly and Paul Popovich on June 11, 1969. 

San Diego selected outfielder Ollie Brown from the Giants and he went 
on to hit .264 with 20 homers and 61 RBI in 151 games. 


1977 
Seattle picked outfielder Rupert Jones from Kansas City and he wenton 
to hit .263 with 24 homers and 76 RBI. He played two more years in Seattle 
before he was traded to the Yankees after the 1979 season. 
Toronto selected outfielder Bob Bailor from the Orioles. Bailor hit .310in 
122 games in 1977 and played for the Blue Jays until 1981 when he was 
traded to the Mets.

Catharines Blue Jays...Doug Pettit allowed six runs in 20 games as reliever, He was 
2-1 with 11 saves and a 2.35 ERA from the bullpen and 0-1, 5.87 In two starts... 
Righthander Matt Petersen was 3-0 with a 1.10 ERA during June. 


The Sailors average attendance of 2,143 was second in the New York-Penn 
League. That figure broke the franchise's 1981 record of 2,056, They led the league 
in total attendance, hosting 75,019 fans in 35 home games.

After opening the season with an 8-13 record, the Marlins began a 14-game winning 
streak, the longest of any minor league team in 1992. Fighting toward the Central 
Division title, they were 20-9 during July but were eliminated in the final week of the 
season, Their 33-27 record was the fourth-best in the Gulf Coast League. 


Firstbaseman Dan Robinson was fifth in the league in batting with a .335 average. 
He was also second in triples (8) and on-base percentage (.439); third in hits (66) and 
total bases (90); fourth in walks (35) and fifth in slugging (.457)...infielder Chris 
Clapinski led the league in walks (49), and tied for second place in games with 
teammate Eddie Christian, among others (59)...righthander Greg Reeder was third 
in wins with seven...lefthander Tony Saunders was fourth in saves (7) and second in 
games (24)...righthander Clemente Nufiez was second in shutouts (2), and complete 
games (3); he also was fourth in innings-pitched (71.1). 


Shortstop Edgar Renteria had 14 multi-hit games, including five three-hit games. 
He stole three bases on July 22, the most by any Marlin last season. The 17-year- 
old Colombia native was named the third best prospect in the Gulf Coast League by 
Baseball America...intielder Chris Clapinski (July 21-August 1) posted the Marlins’ 
longest hitting streak (11 games). 


Righthander Phil Gomez gave up just seven runs in his final five starts of the 
season. The span covered 31,1 innings during which he lowered his ERA to 2.18, the 
best in the organization among hurlers with 60 or more innings...lefthander Vie 
Darensbourg split the season between the bullpen and the starting rotation. He 
compiled an 0-0 record with two saves and a 0.00 ERA in four relief outings (12 
innings), anda 2-1 record with a 0.90 ERA in four starts (30.0 innings). He was named 
the organization's Pitcher of the Month for August, when he posted a 2-1 record with 
a 0.82 ERA.

CREDENTIAL APPLICATIONS: All news media will be asked to submit a written 
request for Marlins press credentials on their official letterhead. Allrequests forseason 
credentials must be received by Friday, March 12, 1993. 


SEASON CREDENTIALS: Season credentials will be issued only to those 
legitimate newsgathering organizations who plan to cover the Marlins ona daily basis. 
Credentials will be issued only to members of the working press. No spouses, guests 
or children of members of the press will be issued credentials, Press passes are not 
transferable. Credentialed members of the media are prohibited from requesting or 
accumulating autographs or equipment on the playing field or in the dugout and 
clubhouse. Any violation of these guidelines will result in immediate revocation of the 
credential and future access, Only credentials issued by the Marlins, the National 
League or the BBWAA will be honored. All credentials must be visible at all times. 


OPENING DAY CREDENTIALS: The Marlins will issue special credentials for 
their historic Opening Day contest vs. Los Angeles on April 5. Marlins season 
credentials will not be honored on that date. All media wishing to cover Opening Day 
are asked to submit a written request on official letterhead by Friday, March 19, 1993. 
The request should include the names of all members of your organization who will be 
assigned to cover Opening Day and their responsibilities that day. Only working 
members of the media will be issued credentials. 


DAILY CREDENTIALS: Daily credentials will be issued to those legitimate 
newsgathering organizations who do not qualify for season credentials. Any organi- 
zation who anticipates the need for daily credentials must have a letter on file with the 
Marlins Media Relations Department. Requests may be sent via FAX, but those 
requests must be made atleast 48 hours in advance. Daily credentials are subject to 
the same restrictions as season credentials and any violation will result in revocation 
of the credential and any future access. 


PHOTO CREDENTIALS: Credentials will be issued to those photographers on 
assignment for legitimate newsgathering organizations and those representatives of 
companies licensed by Major League Baseball, Photographers for licensees will only 
be granted daily passes. Priority in all areas will be granted to news organizations on 
nightly deadlines. No freelance photographers will be granted credentials and all 
photographs taken are to be used for newsgathering purposes or officially licensed 
products, Any other use of photographs taken will be considered a violation of existing 
trademark and copyright restrictions. 


CLUBHOUSE ACCESS: Access to the Marlins clubhouse both before and after 
games will be limited to those organizations who are filing stories on a nightly deadline. 
All media outlets will be asked to do any interviews on the field prior to each game. 
Clubhouse access will be granted to all media when special situations arise, as 
determined by the Marlins Media Relations Department. The clubhouse is open to all 
media with proper credentials 3 1/2 hours before each game and then closes 45 
minutes prior to the start of each game. It re-opens no later than 10 minutes after each 
game. Policies regarding access between games of doubleheaders and during rain 
delays will be determined by the Marlins field manager. Access to visiting clubhouse 
is subject to the visiting club's guidelines. All media entering the clubhouse will be 
required to sign in at the clubhouse door. 
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MEDIA SERVICES continued 


FIELD ACCESS: Alicredentialed members of the media will be given access to the 
playing field prior to each game. No mediawill be allowed in fair territory or outside the 
first and third base bags. All non-uniformed personnel must clear the field at the 
conclusion of visitors batting practice unless that individual has credentials expressly 
for in-game field privileges (photo passes, pre-game ceremonies, etc.) 


LIVE TRANSMISSIONS: Television and radio stations not holding broadcast 
rights for Marlins games will be allowed to transmit live reports prior to and after Marlins 
games. Alllive television shots willbe done on the field. No live shots will be permitted 
from the clubhouses. No live transmissions inside the stadium by non-rightsholders 
will be permitted while the rightsholder is on the air or the game is in progress. Radio 
stations will be permitted to provide “scene setters" and score updates between 
innings but these reports may not continue once an inning is underway. Any violations 
of these policies will result in revocation of credentials. 


ROVING CAMERAS: Noroving television cameras will be permitted in the seating 
areas of Joe Robbie Stadium at any time. 


ADMISSION TO JOE ROBBIE STADIUM: Ali media covering Marlins baseball 
will enter Joe Robbie Stadium through Gate H. All daily media credentials will be 
available at Gate H 3 1/2 hours prior to game time. 


PRESS BOX AND PRESS LOUNGE: Admission to the Joe Robbie Stadium 
Press Box will be limited to those individuals with designated credentials. Meals will 
be provided in the Press Lounge, from 1 1/2 hours prior to game time through the first 
inning of each game. Snacks will also be provided. Only media holding proper 
credentials will be admitted to the lounge area. No guests will be permitted. 


AUTOGRAPH REQUESTS: As noted earlier, no members of the media may use 
their access to solicit autographs or equipment from players or staff of either 
participating team. Any autograph needs should be directed to the Media Relations 
Office. Failure to do so will result in revocation of credential privileges and forfeiture 
of any items obtained.

The first-ever spring training camp for the Florida Marlins will be divided 
between the site of their future spring training complex and the stadium at the 
Cocoa Expo Sports Complex. 


The Marlins will conduct all their workouts at the site of their eventually 
completed complex. The site is located in Brevard County between exits 75 
and 76 on Interstate 95 north of Melbourne. In 1993, the complex will consist 
of five full fields and an additional half field for infield drills.
